PARIS, May 25.—There was a sensational 
and altogether unexpected revival of the 
Dreyfus case in the Senate today when, in 
response to questions, the Minister of War, 
General de Gallifet, admitted that in a raid 
at Nice upon the rooms of a certain Captain 


the proposals of a police agent named Tomps 
offering the officer a bribe if he would go 
into court and swear that the witness Cern- 
usky, who testified against Dreyfus at 
Rennes, was a dishonorable man and an im- 
postor, thus giving an excuse for reopening 
the case. The Minister of War admitted 
that the letter had been proven to be au- 
thentic. He alse stated that the officer, 
Captain Frisch, who had betrayed the letter 
to the press, had been cashiered. 

In order to understand the significance 
of the War Minister’s admission, it must 
be recalled that Captain Wessel belongs to 
what is known as the second bureau of the 
War office, under the control of the Minister 
of War. The man Tomps is attached to the 
secret police, directly under the orders of 
Premier Waldeck-Rousseau. 


When the discovery at Nice was made by 
the second bureau the officer who found the 
letter, instead of transmitting it to the War 
department, gave it to the press. This so an- 
gered Premier Waldeck-Rousseau that he 
compelled Minister of War Gallifet to abol- 
ish the second bureau, which he did last 
Saturday, the officers in charge being re- 
turned to their regiments. | 

The enemies of the ministry at once seized 
upon the incident as proof that Premier 
Waldeck-Rousseau has been planning to re- 
open the Dreyfus case. 


Waldeck-Rousseau Explanis. 
In the Senate today after General Gallifet 
had made his statement the Premier ex- 
plained the circumstances and disavowed 
all connection.with the offer of a bribe. He 
asserted that it was the act of a subordi- 
nate who moved entirely on his own re- 
sponsibility. Furthermore, he stated that 
Tomps had been punished. In the vote 
which followed the government carried a 
majority of the Senate, but the excitement 
in political circles is Intense, Captain Wes-

Whether the Gibraltar correspondent has 
discovered proofs of a French conspiracy 
against the integrity of Morocco or not, the 
fact remains that in diplomatic circles, not : 
only in London but in the continental capi 
tais, the situation in Morocco is regarded 
with no little concern. French designs upon 
the Sultanate are well known, but Great 
britain is not likely to permit France to 
round out her African empire by seizing the 
only territory which wouid neutralize Eng- 
land's commanding position at Gibraltar.

Washington, D. C., May 25.—The Unitet 
States government has taken a hand in thi 
suppression of the Boxers in China. Min 
ister Conger has been instructed by the Stat 
department to inform the Chinese govern 
ment that the government of the Unites 
States expects it to stamp out promptly 
and thoroughly this society and to provid 
proper guarantees for the maintenance a 
peace and order and the protection of thr 
life and property of Americans in China, al 
now threatened by the operations of the 
* Boxers.”’ 

There is no indication in the instruction 
as to the course that will be pureued by tht 
United States in case the Chinese goverm 
ment fails to observe the warning conveyet 
in this communication. Mr. Conger is acd 
ing on parallel lines with the representatives 
of every European power at the Chiness 
coum, but has not joined in any concert @ 
acti 

It is realized here that the Chinese goverm 
ment in dealing with the Boxers” wil 
encounter much difficulty, as the society 
claims to be purely patriotic in purpose. Its 
contention is that the teachings of the Chri: 
tians are in their results absolutely destrusw 
ive of the Chinese system of government. 


; Many Secret Societies. 
The Chinese empire is honeycombed wit - 
societies similar to the Boxers,” all hay« 
ing for their object the extermination of the 
foreign residents. These organizations ar¢ 
not always disloyal to the Chinese govern- 
ment, only so far as the latter encourages 
the work of foreigners, 

Just at present the Boxers” are doing 
the work the Black Flags” sought to ac 
complish last year when they organized the 
three great rebellions at Macao, Amoy, and 
Shanghai. The Black Flags,” however, 
were the inveterate enemfes of the present 
reigning family and consequently their . 
bellions were put down by the energetic ef< 
forts of the government.‘ »« 

Another great Chinese society is the Kolpg 
Hul, which claims millions of members, 1% 
has secret meeting places in every city in 
China. It is to the Koloa Hui that most os 
the army officers and public officials belong, 
It is responsible for many murders. 3 

The oldest of these numerous secret g0< 
cleties, however, is the Triad. It was om 
ganized in 1664 to drive out the Manche 
dynasty, and its members have never cen 
their plotting against the government. 

“ Boxers’ Special Mission. 

The Boxers” now are not attacking for 
eign missionaries, but are killing the Chimese 
who allow themselves to be converted tq 
Christianity. This phase of the matter 
difficult to deal with, as it heretofore has 
been a well recognized right of a nation te 
deal with its own subjects at its pleasure. 

This rule does not contemplate excesses, 
such as are ascribed to the Boxers,” Dut 
there is believed to be reasonable ground fon 
foreign intervention, which would include the 
participation of United States warships, and 
even troops, if such should be necessary. 

Mr. Conger’s latest advice to the State de- 
partment indicates that this troublesome 
society is waxing strong in the heart of 
Peking, the Chinese capital, and it was . 
dent from the tone of his dispatch that 
crisis was approaching which would either 
cause drastic action by the Chinese governe 
ment or a hostile demonstration by the pows 
ers tn the near future.

are having as little to do with it as possible. 


SAY STEEL PRICES WILL STAND. 


Manufacturers Declare the Cost of Pro- 
duction Will Prevent a Drop 
in Quotations. 


According to manufacturers in Chicago, 
consumers of structural steel may not ex- 
pect a drop in the price of shapes, beams, 
and plates for some:time. The belief that 
Steel will drop is based on the fact that in 
January, 1899, steel beams sold for $28 a 
ton, while today they sell at $48. Construc- 
tion men and consumers say the present 
prices are abnormal. | | 

Prices cannot go down without the mills 
being operated at a loss, and those expect- 
ing a decline will be disappointed. 

Since the period of low prices in 1890 
prices of raw material, freight rates, and 
cost of fuel and labor have advanced, and 
steel men say the rise in steel has been only 
in proportion to the rise in the cost of pro- 
duction. 

Pig iron delivered at South Chicago the 
first of last year for $2\50 a ton has gone 
to $5 a ton under the same delivery condi- 
tions. Fifty per cent of the advance, says 
C. F. Wheéler of Pickands, Brown & Co., 
is due to the rise in freight rates.

National Domestic Association of Lon- 
don to Open Office in Chicago to Re- 
lieve England’s Famin e.

ing to furnish the English metropolis with 
greatly needed domestic servants. Norman 
A. Lees, who is establishing agencies of the 
association in various American cities, is 
in Chicago and said yesterday he expected 
to establish an agency here within a few 
days, : 
London since last fall has been suffer- 
ing from a servant girl famine,’ he said.

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PLEADS FOR CITY REFORM 


ROOSEVELT AND COLER TALK AT 
NEW YORK DINNER. 


Banquet in Honor of William F. King, 
Who Was Prominent in the Fight 
Against the Ramapo Deal—Governor 
Declares That Waste Is the Largest 
Element in Municipal Finance and 
Says That Business Methods Should 


Be Applied—Legisia ture Condemned. 


New York, May 25.—The members of the 
Merchants’ association of this city tonight 
gave a complimentary dinner to William F. 
King, the President of the association, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. Mr. King was promi- 
nent in the fight against the Ramapo water 
deal and most of the speakers referred to 
this work.

Roosevelt on City Waste. 
Governor Roosevelt said: 

Waste is the largest single element in 
municipal finance. It persists largely be- 
cause taxpayers cannot properly analyze 
public outlays. It could be greatly lessened 
by a system of public accounts and reports 
which would separate the wasteful from the 
useful outlays apd subject them frequently 
and in a concise form to the scrutiny of tax- 
yers. 

It is probable that the waste in the public 
business of this city is enormous. The pub- 
lic reports are worthless as a preventive, for 
ugder the present system it is impossible to 
analyze the public business effectively. To 
show the need of analysis, I may mention 
an instance dug out in your water inquiry 
which showed at least $75,000 waste in one 
department. 

“ The proper remedy is the application to 
the public business of the methods which 
have been found essential and effective in 
the management of private business affairs. 
The whole subject of municipal accounting 
and municipal reports should be exhaust- 
ively investigated and plans prepared, either 
by a legislative committee or otherwise, 
for each of the several classes of cities, in 
or der to enable accurate comparison of out- 
lays to be made.“ 

Coler’s Plea for Reform. 
Controller Bird 8. Coler said: | 
Today the crying need of everygreat 
American municipality is the application of 
honest and practical methods to the con- 
duct of the business of the people. We 
want less theoretical reform and more good 
deeds; fewer laws and more law-abiding 
public servants. We want aroused public 
opinion that will not tolerate dishonesty or 
incompetence in public office. 

There can be no real and permanent re- 


{ form of city government until we create a 


public opinion sufficiently intelligent to un- 
derstand and compel new methods. The 
City of New York, and every city in the 
State, is today suffering loss and enduring 
petty corruption because we have no uni- 
form and correct system of bockkeeping for 
our municipalities. This may seem a trifling 
matter to the general public, but from ex- 
perience I can assure you that it is a defect 
in our methods as grave and far more ex- 
pensive than other abuses that have re- 
ceived ten times as much attention. 

“It sometimes seems to me that the only 
way by which we can secure permanent busi- 
ness methods in our city government is to get 
the best charter we can and then put the 
State Legislature out of business. Until the 
last session the Albany statesmen usually 
permitted us to audit the bills they created 
for us even when payment was mandatory, 
but now they regard that as a useless for- 
mality, and in the Davis law they have trans- 
ferred the expenditure of $20,000,000 annually 
to the Board of Education and deprived the 
city officer selected by the people to guard 
the finances of all power to audit or examina- 
tion of the bills for supplies, and his engineer 
cannot examine into new buildings to see if 
the contracts are being complied with. 

No private business in the world could 
long survive such a system of outside inter- 
ference. The law that has deprived the 
Controller of this city of all examination 
of the expenditure of nearly one-fourth of 
the annual tax levy is the most outrageous 
and uncalled for act of State interference in 
purely local affairs ever attempted in this 
State, if not in the United States

Women Have a Complaint. 

The women who are here representing the 
woman’s boards are deeply exercised over 
the action of the assembly placing the con- 
tributions of all societies and associations 
connected with the Presbyterian Church in 
the hands of the sessions of the church.

of the session. 

Dr. Charles L. Thompson, the secretary of 
the Home board, was instrumental in se- 
curing the consent of the committee to take 
back the overture for modification. Dr. 
Sample reported a change in one recom- 
mendation today which was said to be sat- 
isfactory to all concerned. It had read: 

That the contributions of all of the societies be 
conveyed through the session of the church. 

As amended it read: 

That the contributions of all the societies be 

rted to the seasion of the church for its ap- 
proval before being remitted. 

The committee also recommended that a 
committee of five pastors and four elders 
should be appointed to consider the relation 
ot young people's societies and women's so- 
cieties to the church, to report to the next 
assembly. This was adopted, and all the 
recommendations proposed by the Commit- 
tee on Bills and Overtures, together with 
the overture from the synod of Ohio regard- 
ing young people's offerings, was referred to 
, this committee.

ef the United States.

Assistant General 
Overseer ”’ Piper, and Dr.“ Speicher before 
a justice’s court on a charge of cruelty in- 
flicted by them on her daughter, whom they 
kept for hours at a time bound hand and foot 
with ropes. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes said 
that if the evidence were sufficient the mat- 
ter would be presented to the grand jury. 

“The torture inflicted on the insane girl 
is so extraordinary,” said Mr. Barnes, that 
it is hard to determine under what charge 
the offenders can be prosecuted. There 
two elements in the case which make it diffi- 
cult to prosecute,’ If the girl was insane 
while she was detained at the Dowie insti- 
tute her testimony would not be admissible 
as evidence. Judge Jones’ court adjudged 
If I can find a provision in the 
statutes against the detention of lunatics by 
non-licensed institutions I may bring the 
officials of Zion before the grand fury. If 
the grand jury cannot handle the prosecu- 
tion Mrs. Bone’s charges against the Dowie- 
ites will be brought before a justice's court. 
in the latter court the ‘ healers’ can be 
held for cruelty.” 

Mrs. Bone reiterated to Mr. Barnes the 
story of how her daughter had suffered from 
the healers’ blows and how they attempted 
to “ cast the devils out of her by pinching 
her. She recited the statements of the Kan- 
kakee asylum officials, who found the girl's 
body covered with bruises. 

Attorney John A. Barnes, counsel for the 
State Board of Health, has obtained evidence 
on whith he expects to direct civil proceed- 
ings against the “ healers” and probably 
Dowie himself. The proceedings will be in 
the form of a suit for damages claimed by 
Mrs. Bone for injury to her daughter’ 
health. 

I propose to lose no time in instituting 
“The disclosures 
made concerning the girl's treatment show 
that the institution is beyond toleration by 
the health authorities. The evidence to be 
4 brought in the courts will show the necessity 
of revising the provisions of the medical 
practice act which permits these faith heal- 
ers to operate.“

PRESIDENT W’KINLEY AND PARTY AT 
FREDERICKSBURG, va.

Nation’s Chief Executive, Cabinet Mem- 


bers, and Military Officers Attend 
Memorial Service of the Army of 
the Potomac—General Sickles in a 
Speech Declares Great Britain Is a 
Friend with Whom We Cannot 
Fight—Wheeler Praises War Heroes 


Fredericksburg, Va., May 25.—Fair weath- 
er favored President McKinley in his visit 
to the memorial services of the Army of the 
Potomac here today. The special train from 
Washington also carried all the members 
of the Cabinet except Secretary Wilson; 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles, his chief aide, Colonel 
Michler; General Joseph Wheeler, former 
Adjutant General Ruggles, who was Colonel 
of President McKinley’s old regiment during 
the war; and the Marine Band. 

The procession formed at the depot, and, 
headed by the Marine Band, moved at once 
to the courthouse, where the public exer- 
cises were held and an official welcome ex- 
tended to the Society of the Potomac. The 
address of welcome was delivered by St. 
George R. Fitzhugh-and the response was 
made by General Martin T. E. McMahon. 

The oration of the day was then delivered 
by General Daniel E. Sickles, and later the 
party proceeded to the National Cemetery 
for the ceremonies incident to the corner- 
stone laying of the Fifth Corps monument. 

The corner-stone of the monument was 
laid by General Daniel E. Butterfield, who 
had prepared for the occasion a silver trowel 
appropriately inscribed, and after the cere- 
mony this was presented to the Masonic 
Lodge of Frede sburg. | 


~ United Country, Says Sickles. 

In his speech General Sickles said in part: 

„ shall fail to give just expression to the 
sentiments of my comrades if I revive the 
asperities which divided the old South from 
the old North, and do not appeal to th 
broader and better sympathies which hav 
restored fraternal ties among former ad- 
versaries. If it be true that the world had 
never seen such a gigantic conflict between 


people of the same nationality as that which | 


severed the North and South within the 
memory of millions of survivors it is equally 
remarkable that history chronicles no exam- 
ple of a reconciliation so spontaneous, so 
prompt, and so complete as was shown by 
the Spanish-American war to have followed 
the civil strife that shook this continent 
only a generation ago. 

* Contemporaneous with the revival of our 
national fraternity was the happy disap- 
pearance of the strained relations between 
Great Britain and the United States, which 
had existed with more or less tension ever 
since our war of independence, This fortu- 
nate concord between the two great 
branches of the Anglo-Saxon race—dom- 
inating four continents by their military and 
naval power—was an admonition to Europe 
forbidding interference in the war between 
United States and Spain. Americans will not 
forget a friend that alone, in Europe, stood 
for us, when others whose friendship we 
looked for were indifferent or hostile. 

It ts a felicitious phase of this restora- 
tion of American nationality that it should 
have been coincident with a war of libera- 
tion—a war to terminate the hateful dom- 
ination of Spain in this hemisphere—a war 
that removed the last obstacles to self-gov- 
ernment from the people of this continent. 
When the Stars afd Stripes blazed the path- 
way to Asia and floated over the walls of 
Manila a new epoch of American develop- 
ment was inaugurated. 

Treaty of Paris Logical. 

“The treaty of Paris was a logical and 
necessary development of the growth of the 
United States as an Atlantic and Pacific 
power. If the commerce of this country is 
to be world-wide, covering every sea; if our 
productions are to find a market in every 
quarter of the globe; if our navy is to follow 
our trade and protect it; if our mission in 
civilization is not confined, like the Chinese, 
within the walls of a self-imposed seclusion, 
we must secure avenues, outposts, harbors, 
naval stations, under our own control and 
belonging to ourselves. The treaty of Paris 
was indeed a step in the right direction. 

„We are honored today by the presence of 
our Chief Magistrate and of his Excellency 
the Governor of Virginia. Asa soldier of the 
Army of the Potomac, President McKinley 
is our cherished comrade, and I am sure I 
interpret the sentiments of the survivors of 
the Northern armies when I declare my 
egreement all our President said in his 
Southern tour last year, in recognition of the 
unity of patriotic feeling that now pervades 
the hearts of all our people. The President 
is to be congratulated, because in his public 
utterances, and in his public acts, he has 
endeavored to contribute to the consolidation 
of the North and South. 

For my own part, and speaking only for 
myself, I denounce as mischievous and rep- 
rehensible the utterances of those in high 
executive authority. who venture to rekindle 
the burnt-out fagots of sectional animosities. 
And of this, I am sorry to observe a con- 
spicuous example in a recent public address 
from the Governor of Georgia to surviving 
soldiers of the confederate army.” 

General Sickles referred. to the Boers as 
follows: 

“In such a conflict this country could take 
no part against England, for England is our 
friend, while an attitude of strict neutrality 
may enable us to use our friendly offices in 
a direction that might contribute to a happy 
termination of the quarrel.”

Describes His Device. 

The plan, as described by Dr. Jones, is 
merely the stuffing up of all cracks and 
apertures in the house which might admit 
sound, with a material so constructed as 
to afford access of air while shutting out 
noise. The material which Dr. Jones says 
discriminates between noise and air is in 
the form of strips of rubber, perforated with 
zigzag holes. Through this the air is ad- 
‘mitted, while the noise, it is said, is softened 
or completely deadened, the sound waves 
dying out in repeated reflections in the 
crooked passages. These strips of rubber 
Dr. Jones has placed over all cracks around 
the doors and windows of his house, and two 
months’ experience with the plan has con- 
vinced him, he says, of its practicability. 
Dr. Jones explained that in his efforts to 
procure a residence impervious to street 
noises he had moved so frequently, without 
success, that he finally decided to construct 
a noiseproof house. 


House Quiet as a Graveyard. 

“Now after my family has gone to bed 
you couldn’t hear a steam whistle blowing in 
front of my house,” said Dr. Jones. “ The 
house is as quiet as a graveyard. I experi- 
@iced some difficulties at first in effecting 
complete protection from outside noises. I 
either had to endure the noises to get fresh 
air or to enjoy quiet without air. Now lam 
enabled to get the air without the noise, for 
the plan works perfectly.” 

Dr. Jones, relating his experiences which 
resulted in his invention, said that until a 
few months ago he kept a noise diary,“ in 
which, while laying awake at night or suf- 
fering insomnia in the early hours of morn- 
ing, he recorded all the noises he could hear. 
A reading of this diary, he says, convineed 
him that within a month at most he endured 
every kind of noise made by man or beast.

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OPERA SINGER YIELDS TO APOPLEXY 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 


Came to America in 1873 and Achieved 
Wide Fame as a Baritone—The Tore- 
ador in “ Carmen His Best-Knuown 

 Character—Last Appeared on the 
Stage in Philadelphia, Since When 
He Had Devoted Himself to Teach- 


ing. 


Philadelphia, Pa., May 25.—[{Special.]— 
Sig. Giuseppe del Puente, the widely known 
baritone, dropped dead at his home, 4404 
Walnut street, at 8 o’clock this morning. His 
death was due to apoplexy. 

Mrs. del Puente had left her husband only 
a few minutes before and was sitting alone 
at the breakfast table when she heard the 
sound of some one calling in the room above. 
She ran up-stairs and found the famous 
singer expiring on the floor. Two physicians 
were immediately called in, but their efforts 
to save him were unavailing. He died with- 
out regaining consciousness. 

Del Puente's last appearante on the stage 
was at the Grand Opera-House in this city. 
For the last ten years he had devoted himself 
almost entirely to teaching. He was 60 
years old at the time of his death. He left 
a widow and one child, a son, — 


Came to America in 1873. 

Sig. del Puente came to this country in 
1873 as a member of one of the Strakosch 
companies, his companion artists being 
Miles. Christine Nilsson, Torriani, and Mar- 
esi; Miss Annie Louise Carey, and Sigs. 
Campanini, Capoul, Mansel, Nannetti, and 
Scholara. Sig. _Muzio was the conductor of 
this company, which was afterward rein- 
forced by the addition of Miles. Pauline 
Lucca and Di Murska. Verdis Alda was 
one of the principal pieces in the season's 
répertoire. 

Monday, Jan. 12, 1874, Sig. del Puente 
made his first appearance in this city at 
McVicker’s Theater as Alphonso in Lu- 
cretia Borgia.“ The company included most 
of the singers named above, and the réper- 
tolre embraced, in addition to Lucretia 
Borgia.“ The Huguenots,” with Mlle. Nils- 


son as Valentine; Martha,“ etc. 


Sig. del Puente probably will be best re- 
membered, however, from his impersonation 
of the Toreador in Carmen,” a role in 
which he appeared with great frequency 
and with marked success.

DID NOT KNOW WHEN TO QUIT. 

The failure of the banking and brokerage 
firm of Price, McCormick & Co. of New 
York, with Habilities amounting to about 
$13,000,000, is an illustration on a grand 
scale of what happens to the pitcher that 
goes too often to the well. 4 | 

The head of that firm became convinced 
last year by reason of information gathered 
in all quarters of the South that the experts 
were overestimating greatly the yield of 


two million bales out of the way in their 
judgmeft. Mr. Price reasoned that when 
the cotton spinners found out there was a 
scant erop the price of cotton, which was 
quite low then, would advance sharply. So 
the firm bought thousands of bales of cotton 
at from 5½ to 6 cents a pound. When the 
foreign spinners, who at first had put no 
faith in short crop stories and had let their 
stocks run low, became satisfied they were 
mistaken they all set In to buy, Price, Me- 
Cormick & Co. disposed of the cotton it 
held at from 8 to 9.20 cents a pound. and 
made between $1,000,000 and $2,500,000. 
This was speculation, but it was legiti- 
mate speculation. Assuming that the firm’s 
information as to the smaliness of the cot- 
ton crop was accurate, a rise in prices was 
sure to come when the fact became known. 
Therefore, whoever had the capital to carry 
cotton until the rise came was sure to make 
money. The firm had entire confidence in 
its system of crop reports, and that confi- 
dence was not ill-founded. 
The members of the firm should have 
content. They had played for high stakes 
and won, and should not have tempted 
fortune again, especially when the chances 
were manifestly not so much in their favor. 
Success seems to have turned their heads. 
There was a fall in values in March after 
the cotton spinners had been buying so 
frantically. The firm thought it saw in this 
a chance to corner the market and make 
much money. It began buying cotton ex- 
tensively, and prices advanced, but the 
“short.” interest was too strong, and the 
attempted corner proved an utter failure to 
the discomfiture of the firm. It speculated 
without sufficient justification and came to 
grief thereby. | 
“Wisdom's triumph is well-timed re- 
treat.” This applies to speculators as well 
as to statesmen. The operator who has 
made a great winning through some hazard- 
ous venture should let well enough alone 
and play a safe game in the future. 


MUNICIPAL STEAMBOATS. 

The inadequate steamboat service which 
private enterprise has heretofore main- 
tained for local passenger traffic on the 
Thames in London appears this year to 
have failed entirely and to have disap- 
peared, whereupon the Municipal Journal, 
the organ of the Progressivist majority in 
the London County Council, declares that 
this “should clear the way for municipal 
action.” “There is now only one way,” 
it insists, “in which our great waterway 
can be mage to serve the traveling public 
as a main artery from east to west, and 
that is for the London County Council to 
run municipal steamboats.” With a five- 


number of additional landing places, it is 

redicted that the enterprise would be a 
su financially as well as otherwise. 
The Journal also urges that the assumption 
| of this service by the Council would in- 
volve no departure in policy, since that body

Municipal operation be- 
gan in 1896, at the expiration of a sixteen 
years’ franchise gran by the city to the 
Bell interests, and the long distance lines

The improvements since made, the increase 
in the number of subscribers, and the reduc- 
tion in cost to the latter have been remark- 
able. The total number of subscribers has 
increased from 1,784 in 1896 to 3,081 at the 
beginning of this year, or from an average of 
3.9 to 5.8 subscribers per 1,000 inhabitants. 
The total number of calls last year/was 
5,651,200, as against 3,650,000 for 1896, and 
the number of long-distance calls to and 
from the city rose for the same period from 
86,566 to 299.964. Single wires have also 
been generally displaced by the metallic 
circuit system, the conduits have been ex- 
‘tended, a night service has been added, and, 
instead of $2.40 as the weekly wages for a 
nine-hour day under the private company, 
| Wages now vary from $2 to $4 per week for 
a seven-hour day, while sick, accident. and 
old-age pension payments are assured the

JUDGE HAND AND JUDGE CRAIG. 

On the 4th of next month the voters of 
Knox, Peoria, La Salle, Henry, and the nine 
other counties which make up the Fifth 
Supreme Court judicial division will have 
an election all by themselves. Judge 
Craig’s term expires this year, and the vot- 
ers must determine whether they will re- 
elect him for nine years. more or put on the 
Supreme Court bench in his place Judge 
John P. Hand of Henry County. He is the 
regular Republican candidate. Judge 
Craig, who is politically a Democrat, is 
running as a “ non-partisan ” candidate. 

The district is strongly Republican. The 
fact that Judge Craig is now concluding 
his third term is sufficient evidence that its 
voters have considered him a good Judge, 
and have deemed it best to keep him on the 
bench in spite of his political opinions. He 
has on the whole made an excellent Judge, 
and the Republican voters who have elected 
him have had no cause to regret their action. 

Quite possibly they would vote for him 
again were it not for the fact that the days 
of his usefulness are nearinganend: Heis | 
now 70 years old. He has reached that age 
when United States Judges have a right to 
cease from their labors. The labors of the 
members of the Illinois Supreme Court are 
hard and confining. The presumption is 
that Judge Craig, if re@lected, would soon 
find them too burdensome. He certainly 
would toward the close of his term, when 
he would be nearly 80. ‘ 

If Judge Oraig were poor and depended 
on his salary for support, many would feel 
that he should be kept in office, thongh less 
fit for work than in the past. But the 
Judge is rich, If his Republican opponent 
were in any respect an unfit man for the 
place the voters would be justified in stick- 
ing by Judge Craig. Judge Hand, how- 
ever, is no unfit or weak man. He is twen- 
ty years younger than his competitor, which 
is no mean advantage. If. elected he will 
take his seat on the bench better equipped 
mentally than Judge Craig was twenty- 
seven years ago. Judge Hand has had 
many years’ experience as a practicing law- 
yer. He was also for four years Assistant 
United States District Attorney. He has 


It is true that Judge Hand is the Repub- 
lican nominee, while Judge Craig is the 
“ non-partisas nominee, byt the former. 
on the bench, would be no less non-partisan 
than the latter has been. Judge Hand's 
judicial decisions would not be influenced 
in the least by his political opinions. Conse- 
quently Democrats should feel as free to 
vote for him as for Judge Craig. Indeed, 
they should prefer to support a candidate 
who is in the prime of life, physically and 
mentally, and who will be able to serve 
them acceptably for many years, rather 
than a man who, having attained the age of 
three score and ten, should court relief from 
hard, exhausting labor. 3

And then again 
he has publicly declared that half the dit - 
ficulty of the Irish question arose from the 
efforts of a dull people to govern a quick- 
witted one.“ He does not, however, believe 
in separation between England and Ireland, 
which is the ultimate aim of the Nationalists. 
“Dissolve parnership with England!’’ he 
exclaimed one day in the course of a speech. 
„The poor partner wants to get rid of the 
rich one! Nonsense! I'd as soon expect to 
say a man with a share in Guinness turn 
out an' start a shebeen of his own.“ 

Lord Morris, however, insists that he is all 
for Ireland for the Irish —that is, for the 
government of Ireland by Irishmen when- 
ever practicable. “‘ By all means,“ he says, 
“send us first-rate Englishmen as Viceroys 
and Chief Secretaries—when you can spare 
them —with a particularly strong Irish ac- 
cent on the last four words. But why send 
us second and third rate Englishmen? When 
you get a first-rate Irishman, such as the 
late Sir William Gregory, Sir John Pope 
Hennessey, etc., you send them off to Ceylon 
and to the Mauritius instead of to Ireland.” 

Needless to say that Lord Maurice is a 
Catholic.

The other seventy-five, after’ 
having been informed of the situation by 
the clerks who assembled in front of the 
store, would not make any purchases, ° 

Mr. Ericson informed the members of the 
association who tried to persuade him te! 
close that he intended to keep his pia 
open on Sundays after this, and that tj. 7 
morrow he would employ police to prevent 
the members of the association from inter. = | 
fering with his business. ; 

On Thursday evening the members of the | 
association held a special meeting to con- 
sider plans for their action tomorrow. John 
J. Mulvey, the president of the association, 
which is affiliated with the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, said he had appealed to the’ 
painters’ and carpenters’ unions, and had 
received the assurance that those unions 
would do all in their power to assist in the 
campaign against Mr. Ericson. A commit. 
tes of the painters’ union visited Mr. Ericgon ; 
and asked him to keep his store closed on 
Sundays, but he did not give any positive 
answer. 

Mr. Mulvey said the Federation of Labes 
would support the clerks in their campaign 
against Mr. Ericson or any other man whe 
kept open Sundays, but that the clerks 
must do their share of the work. It was 
agreed to turn out again tomorrow and to fol- 
low the same tactics as on the previous 
Sunday. The clerks were warned not to 
stand in groups of two or more in front g 
the store, but to keep moving, so as not to 
make themselves liable under the law. 

The association which is carrying on t his 
fight against Mr. Ericson was organized on 
Jan. 7, and soon induced all dry goods, cloth- 
ing, and shoe merchants within the distriet 
bounded by Fifty-first and Sixty-ninth 
streets, Ashland and Wentworth aven 
to sign an agreement to close on Sundas 
For four months all the stores were closed 
until last Sunday. The clerks realize that 
It would seriously jeopardize the success of 
the Sunday closing movement in their dis- 
trict should even one merchant keep open. 
Others would follow his example, and iu 
few weeks every store of that kind in the
